These people could be reminded, however, that nations, 
as well as individuals, may learn from experience and that the U.N.O., will 
undoubtedly be a more solid structure, because of the knowledge gained 
from the workings of the League of Nations.

In spite of this knowledge tuberculo- 
sis still,causes more deaths between 
the ages of fifteen and forty-five than 
any other disease. 

Tuberculosis in its real early stages 
does not cause cough, tiredness, loss 
of weight nor make people feel sick 
so to find those with the disease be- 
fore it has reached the sympton 
stage, befOre they become sick and 
before the germ has been passed on 
to someone else in the family or com- 
munity, people who are apparently 
well have to be x-rayed. The ‘all-see- 
ing- eye’ of the x-ray is the only 
means of discovering tuberculosis at 
this early stage.

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PROPER WINTER 
FEEDING ENSURES 
HEALTHY HOGS 


Adequate Minerals And 
Vitamins Are Necessary 


Many farmers when feeding pigs 
during the winter months may be- 
come discouraged by difficulties en- 
countered due to weather conditions. 
In addition to a slightly greater feed 
requirement, special attention is nec- 
essary to ensure proper mineral and 
vitamin content of feed to prevent 
crippling, says E. Van Nice, Domin- 
jon Experimental Station, Scott, 
Sask. 

Winter crippling was once thought 
to be caused by a lack of exercise 
but is now known to be a deficiency 
disease (rickets). By feeding ade- 
quate minerals and vitamins pigs can 
be grown and fattened in small pens 
without sunshine or much exercise, 
It is a good plan to provide breeding 
stock with liberal space and pasture 
in summer and outside runs in win- 
ter, but when feeding for market 
greater gains are made without too 
much exercise. 

A few years ago every feeder pre- 
pared his own meal mixture, giving 
separate attention to minerals, pro- 
tein supplement and fish oil, but hog 
concentrates now on the market 
may be mixed with chop according 
to instructions supplied by the manu- 
facturer, which simplifies the feed 
preparation. The vitamin content of 
such concentrates may be lost when 
held in storage for many months. In 
that case, for winter feeding, a half 
of one per cent. fresh fish oil added 
to the chop would usually correct the 
deficiency. Pigs running outside do 
not require fish oil during the sum- 
mer. et 

Trials conducted at the Experi- 
mental Station at Scott, have shown 
that a liberal allowance of prepared 
minerals without vitamin “D” could 


not be assimilated and pigs became! ed at Caen, and inseparable pal, Ginger.

cattle this year—most of them to South America, many of them in de 
luxe airliners, His unique export business began only three years ago and 
is already the biggest of its kind in Canada if not the British Empire, Hays’ 
cattle are not just ordinary dairy animals—they’re Canada’s bovine aristoc- 
racy and already they are in demand wherever cattlemen are trying to im- 
prove their breeding stock. 
Hays Ltd., really had its beginning*—————___ 
42 years ago. Back in 1904, Dr. T. 
BE. Hays, house surgeon at the St. 
Louis Hospital, like a lot of other 
Americans, came to western Canada 
to make his fortune. He got into the 
real estate business, The crash in

& Co., founded by his father.

But there are real cattle behind 
this business, thousands of them. 
About 250 a year come from the 
Hays farms in Alberta and the new- 
ly acquired eastern holding a few 
miles north of Brampton, Ont. Sever- 
al hundred more come from high 
class Holstein breeders all over Can- 
ada, either being exported on a com- 
mission basis or bought outright and 
resold. 

While the main Hays line is, and 
will probably remain, Holstein cattle, 
other products are also handled, On 
one of the Alberta farms white faced 
Hereford beef cattle are raised and 
if the company is offered a mixed 
order from Mexico or South America 
for other livestock, including sheep or 
even goats, it won’t be turned down. 
Someone in the organization will 
know where such animals can be lo- 
cated and they will be rounded up 
and shipped. 

The three Hays brothers, all in 
their early thirties, form a natural 
team. Jack runs the farms—the firm 
operates about 2,500 acres and main- 
tains a herd of 400 to 500 cattle— 
and looks after the shipping and 
showing. Tom does the selling and 
Harry, the president of Hays Ltd., 
rounds up the buyers and does most 
of the travelling. That, travelling has 
taken him over a good deal of the 
world in the last five years and es- 
pecially through Cuba, Mexico and 
South America where the bulk of the 
Hays business is concentrated. 

“The only way to sell foreign cat- 
tlemen,” he says, “is to get acquaint- 
ed with them in their own country. 
They don’t do business like our people 
and they don’t want to. You have to 
become friends with them, entertain 
them, 
come up here and be familiar with 
their to us unusual and complicated 
ways of doing business, Above all, 
you have to be prepared to spend 
money, and big money, if you ever 
hope to make any.” .

The Hays brothers have spent a 
lot of money in developing this new 
market for Canadian livestock in 
Latin America, and they have sold a 
lot of cattle. They are confident they 
can continue to do so provided ex- 
change and other trade difficulties 
can be ironed out. They are confident 
that Canada can meet any renewed 
competition from Holland and Ger- 
many, chief Holstein cattle exporters

Britain Is| Now Producing More 

Sugar Beets Than Canada 
The people of Great Britain would 
have been in a bad way for sugar 
during the war had it not been for 
the policy of assistance by the Gov- 
ernment in the growing of sugar 
beets. Prior to the war practically 
all the sugar used in Britain was im- 
ported. When the German U-boats 
set upon British shipping early in the 
war the Government decided that it 
must encourage home production of 
its sugar requirements. 

From one factory in 1920, the Brit- 
ish policy of encouragement of beet 
sugar production increased the num- 
ber of factories to 18, and during the 
war the U.K. produced an average 
of 541,000 tons—1,082,000,000 pounds 
—for 40,000,000 people, or about the 
same ration requirement for domestic 
purposes as we now have in Canada. 
Britain is not independent in the 
matter of sugar requirements, but 
she has gone a lot farther in that re- 
gard than we have here in Canada, 
where we are producing at present 
only some 15 per cent, of our total 
requirements, the remaining 85 per 
cent. being cane sugar imports.— 
Lethbridge Herald.

Dowdy said that scientists will 
strive in the next few years to find 
or synthesize chemicals which re-act 
against cancer. Then the\ next step, 
he said, will be to select a radio-ac- 
tive isotope and blend or synthesize 
it with the chemical compound. 

“By so doing,” he said, “the can- 
cer would be attacked by a chemical 
toxin and an internal radiation limit- 
ed primarily to the site or sites in- 
volved by the cancer tissue. Such a 
possibility is not an idle dream. 

“The real solution for the cancer 
problem does not lie in its surgical 
and radiation treatment. Rather does 
it lie in discovering the fundamental 
principle or principles wherein 4 
healthy cell escapes its normal 
growth restraints and disregards its 
|function as a serviceable unit of an 
| organized whole.” 

Several hospitals are experiment- 
ing with the radio-active carbon and 
phosphorous. Radio-active iodine has 
been used with good results against 
cancer of the thyroid. Experts in 
cancer research seem to be agreed 
that more knowledge was needed of 
the cancer cell, what makes it grow 
and what can be done to convert it 
back to a normal cell.

When explorer John Cabot return- 
ed to Bristol in August of 1497 he 
informed Henry VII that he had dis- 
covered, naturally enough, a new- 
found-land. For his discovery of 42,- 
734 square miles of abundancy Mr. 

Cabot was paid $50. 

But this $50 and a later annual 
pension of $100 to “hymn that dis- 
covered ye new isle” was paid out 
of the coffers of the people of Bristol. 
Consequently Bristolites had a good 
deal to say, most of it bad, about 
this new-found-land. Thus the name 
Newfoundland came into general us- 
age. 

Unless Newfoundland were pro- 
nounced as three separate words the 
line would not scan and a pronuncia-

“Where this is not done, 
and the disease develops, penicillin 
administered in large doses and over 
a long period of time can cure the 
majority of cases.” 

Bacterial endocarditis is a serious 
infection of thg heart valves, he ex- 
plained, and is caused by one of the 
streptococcus germs commonly known 
as “green strep”, which is always 
present in the mouth and ait pas- 
sages.
